NEW YORK, April 17.—The New 
York Stock Exchange in an exhaus- 
tive review of the circumstances 
leading to its suspension of dealings 
in Stutz Motor stock, last night is- 
sued a statement denying that such 
action “was dictated by a desire to | 
benefit the short interests,” or that 
it had been “influenced by the per- 
sonal interests of its members.”’

The discovery was made by sol- 
diers, who when they went aboard 
the helpless yacht found the cabin 
filled with water and the 11 bodies 
floating around. On. board the 
yacht were 14,000,000 rubles( nor- 
mally $7,000,000) in gold and paper 
and jowels. 

Man Grasped a Pistol. 

The elder Falzfein still grasped a 
pistol in his hand when his body 
was found, and whether the party 
committed suicide or were mur- 
dered is a question that remains un- 
answered. 

An invegtigation is being made by 
the Rumanian authorities, aided by 
Russian friends of the two families. 
All that is known is that the two 
families fied from their estates to 
Odessa, and when the Bolsheviki ar- 
rived there in February put their 
belongings on board the yacht which 
was then towed by aj Russian steam-

is just as easily transmitted by the 
mild case and those who are attacked 
may develop the malignant form and 
die while the mild case will recover. 

The records show that this disease 
is extremely fatal to young children 


and especially fatal to children be- | 


tween 1 and 5 years of age. Chil- 
dren under 1 year seem to possess 
an immunity to the disease, or they 
do not take it because they are not 
brought in contact with it. There- | 
fore, children under five should be 
guarded with special care against 
contact with diphtheritic persons or 
persons who have any inflamma- 
tory infection of the nose, throat, 
mouth and lungs. The disease con- 
tinues to attack children from five to 
10 years old though it is not quite 
so fatal to those over five. After 10 
there is a gradually growing immu- 
nity which continues through life, 
although an occasional case may de- | 
velop at any age.
